Since notice in this case Was 
limited to publication only in the 
City Recordg，the board's creation 
of a special zoning district and 
granting a special permit could 
not stand.

Debarring is the maximum 
penalty that could be imposed， 
according to _ David A，CGarcia，

The rules provide for several 
intermediate and conciliatory 
steps， including signing a letter of 
commitment in which a business 
agrees to correct any deficiencies. 

CONFEORMANCE 

“The intent of the rules,”Garcia 
pointed out, “is the cooperative 
conformance of businesses to state 


laws，not the elimination of 
businesses ”or termination of 
contracts,” 


While cautioning that the rules' 
efftectiveness depends largely on 
how they are monitored，Susan 
Tam,，a staff counselor at Chinese 
for Affirmative Action，hailed the

“They replace the prior guidqe- 
lines which were more general，

The recent announcement that 
the top woman tennis Player from 
the Peoples Republic of China 
hadq “qdefected ”and is seeking 
political asylum in the United 
States has received a good deal of 
publicity across the country. How- 
everIam abit disappointed at the 
negative reaction that Some news- 
papers, even in the Bay Area, have 
， had to this situation. I realize that 
there are few actual“ “facts” that 
the media may have on the case， 
but this is no excuse for attack- 
ing the integrity of the young 


woman and her attorneys. Speci- 


fically, some Papers have argued: 
(]) that Hu Nas application 
should not be favored over the 
thousands of other political 
asylum ， applications that are 
pending at the State Department， 
(2) that she may be under the 
influence of others and is not 
making her own decisions, and (3) 
that she should have apPplied to 
stay here under some immigration 
category other _ than Political 
asylunm . 

Without taking sides on the 
merits of this case，I offer the 
following comments. 

First of all，political asylum is 
an . extremely complicated and 
Unpredictable process. It is also 3 
dangerous Process，especially 
when well publicized，because 让 
denied, the person's fate is left to 
the hands of a foreign government 
that may have felt ermnbarrassment 
Over the matter， 

Political asylum is also a very

theoretical proposition， For 
example, in theory，a person from 


:Canada or Great Britain who will 
:be persecuted on account of race， 
religion or political opinion could 


be granted political asylum under 
our laws. But，as is often the case， 
the actual practice of the concept 
is not as ，clear. The State 
Department and the Immigration 
and_ Naturalization Service are 


often influenced by political con--. 


Siderations and Dressures over such 
matters， Additionally，most poli- 
tical asylum applicants do not 
carry with them the hard evidence 
that would convince US officials 
of the likelihood of persecution， 
Hu Na therefore faces a tre- 
mendous burden of actual proof 
that she will be persecuted, as well 
as the burden of overcoming 
political pressures that the media 
and the PRC have Placed on the 
US. Her notoriety some feel gives 
her an advantage，but that same 
notoriety, as any Scholar of China 
would know, could serve as a basis 
of criticism under todays Chi- 
Dese SOciety. | 

Ishare much of the sentiment of 
dismay that thousands of political 
asylum applicants from countries 
such as Haiti or El Salvador must 
wait while Hu Na's request wi 计 
likely get priority, Yet my dismay 
should not be misconstrued.， In 
fact most practitioners will agree 
that there is no rush for those 卫 ! 
Salvadorans or Haitians not 库 
custody to have their claims 
adjudicated， because most will 
unfortunately be denied. But just 
because this, country may ae jacto 
give credence to a claim of asylum 
for Someone from ，a com- 
munist-dominated country， this 
should not cause us to lose sight of 
the possibly validqity of the parti- 
cular individuals case. Instead of 
criticizing the US for ,possibly 


The Horrors of Past Wars

The recent visit to the United States of the survivors 


of the Hiroshima and Nagasaki atomic bomb blasts: 
has dramatized the horror of nuclear confrontations. 
With the huge stockpiles of nuclear weapons in the

No one is asking the current government in 
Japan to take responsibility for the militarist 
government half a century ago. There is no reason for 
the Education Ministry in Japan to allow such 
distortion ia textbooks. We，too，urge the Japanese 


government to take appropriate actions to .correct 


these mistakes.

The criticism that has centered

Na's best interest to come forward. 
Also, in two recent incidents，one 
in Texas and one in San Francisco， 
PRC _ officials have physically 
detained two ，Ppolitical asylum 
applicants. Therefore; 过 Hu Na's 
claim is valid，her security in the 
US is not even assured. 

Also，as to Suggestions that Hu 
Na should have applied to stay in 
the US under some category such 
as 3a labor certification Prefer- 
ence, TI am hardpressed to see any 
merit to this suggestion. Under the 
present law she would not qualify 
for automatic labor certification 
as a tennis star from China. 
Tennis ， players happen to be 
Specifically excluded from the 
Schedule  A _ automatic .certifica- - 
tion list， Also，without 'intending 
to demean her ' ability，Hu Na 
simply is not good enough to get a 
labor “ certification. One must 
realize that she is not a Martina 
Navratilova or a Chris 正 vert. 
There are virtually thousands of 
teenage tennis players in the US 
who are probably better. She is 
therefore not the equivalent of a 
premiere ballerina of the worldq. 

In sum， Hu Na and her 
attorneys appear to be handling 
themselves ”not ，unreasonably, 


While the public is anxious to 
learn more，we_must be more 
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patient given the sensitive nature 
of the case，and the fact that Hu 
Na'slife may be at stake,， 

As to the PRC, I must addq that 
让 shouldq not construe Hu Nas 
actions as aa purge on that 
country's true greatness， The US 
has granted political asylum ,to 
natives of other countries .with 
whom the US has been friends. 
This again is, in theory, because of 
this country's professed belief in 
human rights and individual liber- 
ties， As a Chinese American 工 
have admired the courage oft the 
PRC in the last 30 years :to 
overcome “political and social 
struggles. The PRC has become a 
model for .socialism and its 
importance in world affairs ip- 
creases daily. I would hope that 
this incident can be Placed ip 
Proper perspective by all con- 
cerned, and that the best interest 
of the_ individual，Hu Na，are 
recognzied without undue poli-

A_ major theme of the series* 
seven episodqes is the struggle of 
Chinese Americans against Tacism 
and_ discrimination，and Wood 
Moy from Cjhanm 有 Missing plays 
the part of a Chinese immigrant， 
Wong Li-san， 

KPFA has already aired four of 
the episodes (ELW 7/28/82) and 
the remainder deal with amnti- 
Chinese racism “ (The Chinese 
Must Go,”Aug.， 11); women's 
rights (“Women On the Move， 
Aug. 12); and labor rights (Strike 
For Life: The Not-So-Gay Nine- 
ties"， Aug. 12)， 

Rob Waters，one of the re- 
searchers on the project, explained 
that the idea for the series 
originated four years ago，when 
there was a general orientation 
towards community organization 
and community groups. 
“We were trying to strengthen 
this movement and give it histor- 
ical roots， It was OUI interest 识 
community issues that led to ouUrT 
interest in historical issues,”VW ater 
Said.

“There's a lot of mythologizing

Despite SF"s liberal image, the city 
actually voted against women's 
suffrage in the late 1800's, helping 
to _defeat -the measure statewide，. 
The radio series was seen as a Way 
to bring these facts to light. 

The first step in the project was 
to_ find funding，which proved 
Surprisingly easy. With _ grants 
from the California Humanities 
Council，the SF Foundation，the 
Cerbode Foundation，the Zeller- 
bach Family Fund，and the 
National Endowment for the Hu- 
manities, $22,000 was raised.

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Study Concludes Minority 


_Elderly Lack Services 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The US 
Commission on Civil Rights last 
week issued a _ study concluding 
that elderly minority members do 
not receive their fair share of 
Imoney spent for elderly care， 
Among minority elderly in SF; 
Bridgeport， Conn.; Cleveland， 
Ohio;， Honolulu，Tucson，Ariz.; 
and Tulsa,，Okla., the commission 
found “poverty at a much higher 
rate than non-minority older 
persons,” 

The study examined services 
rovided under Title III Older 
American Act programs，covering 
housing and health services， 
counseling andqd transportation; 
The commission found a lack of 
printed _ materials _ available in 
foreign languages and an inabil- 
ity among many agencies to 
provide care to non-English speak- 
ing elderly. 

PITTANCE 

George Leong Suey，national 
director of the Chinese Ameri- 
can Citizens Alliance (CACA) and 
amember of the San Mateo Aging 
Commission， agreed with the 
report's conclusion. Isee it all the 
time;,”said Suey. “Compared to 
other groups，Asian Americans 
dont get a pittance.”He added 
that residential facilities for non- 
minority members often look like 
“beautiful hotels”while those for 
Asian Americans often “look like 
aprison. 

Suey feels that the cause of the 
imbalance of services for minority 
eldqerly was alackof political clout 
arrniong minority elderly. “Many 
never had ， a -chance to learn 
English and， get an education， 
They spent all their time trying to 
make aliving, Suey said， 

Many minority ， elderly are 
unableto articulate their demands 


for adequate care，and many do 
not even understand how to bring 
about such _ changes and the 
regulations governing the Pro- 
Visions of services for the elderly， 
Suey claimed.“It takes a college 
man to organize :appeals,” said 
Suey， 

Steven Schmoll, deputy director 
for administration at On Lok， 
agreed that the bottom 1line on 
funding was often a matter of 
political clout，and that minority 
eldqerly usually lack this clout， He 
pointed to Chinese Americans， 
however，as one of the more, 
politically aware minority groups. 

“This is a group that knows how 
to ，advocate,” said SSchmoll， 
“Other minority groups are not 3s 
well orgamnized.” 

Schmoll noted that the least 
effectual group in voicing its 
demands is the frail elderly, those 
who often need care the most， 
“The frail elderly simply cant 
advocate， Some programs dont 
even reach the frail elderly， They 
only serve the elderly that can 
walk to the cemnter, 

LANGUAGE 

. Schmoll noted thtOn Lok is one 
of the few elderly care agencies 
that is receiving aqeqtate fund- 
ing，but added that the main 
reason for this, is because On Lok 
is _ a pilot project consolidating 
SeveITal services in one agency， 
After the project is completed in 
January，1983，funding .for On 
Lok is likely to be cut，Schmoll 
said，idqescribing the search for 
adequate funding as“a constant

Anni Chung，executive ,direc- 
tor of Self-Help for the Elderly， 
one of the agencies studied in:the 
report, noted that elderly minority 
members were generally the least 
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effective in articulating

said Chung，adding that many 
funding agencies act only under 


Pressure， 

Chung also noted a second 
problem area for minority 
elderly: a lack of minority 


workers in the funding agencies 
themselves， adding thbat such 
workers would be better able to 
relate to the problems of minority 
elderly. “There's a definite de- 
ficiency in this regard and 这 
reduces the ”chances of the 
minority elderly of getting a_ fair 
share of the funding，said Chung， 
“As a minority agency，we always 
have to fight twice as hard.… She 
declined further comment because 
she _ had not yet Ieviewed the 
IePDOrt. 

The report only looked at the 
federally funded _ component of 
elderly services; 'over half of the 
funding for these services in SF

The best 
response, then as nowW, is to take a 
stand against all of the cuts，and 
work to_unite and find ways to 
restore-funding for needed social 
Programs (such as shifting funds 
from defense into social Pro- 
gams, taxing coOrPDorations, etc.) 

The conflict over employee 
rotation policy，and which health 
center should get how much 
money，needs to be put into 
context of the overall cuts 识 
federal and state budgets for these 
programs ip general，Maximurm 
patient， community， and sta 皇 
input is needed to _ ensure that 
what is let over is best used，and 
meets the actual needs，Distrust 
and antagonism among the sta 全 in 
face of the Reagan onslaught is a 
sure way to weaken the needed 
unity in the health field against al 
cuts 一 whether they be in family 
planning funds， Medicaid and 
Medicare，oT public health funds 
in general.

A main problem with this issue 


”has been the manner in which the 


decisions were made, It was clear 
from the unified response from the 
Chinatown North “ Beach Dis- 
trict Council， which represents 
most of the agencies andqd com- 
munity groups 训 Chinatown, that 
the decision was unpopular and 
seriously questioned. Aside from 
the question of employee input 
(which is a different question), the 
question of commumnity control 
and input here in this liberal city 
seems to have been irrelevant. But 
Chinatown has fought too long 
and hard for programs staffed by 
bilingual， sensitive， and com- 
mitted people for the largely 
immigrant population with parti- 
cular cultural and health needs， 
for this_ decision to be made so 
quickly, and so lightly.

RUMORS 


When the mneighbors had first 


learned that an Asian family was 
planning to move in, in 1978, they 
banded together to halt the 
building (五 /W 3/19/80). 

“They constantly made trouble. 
They called up the building 
inspector 20 to 30 times a day to 
complain, They took boards out of 
my frame,” architect Jun Hato- 
yama，who designed the building 
himself，recalled.， One day he 
Visited the site to _ find that his 
foundation was fooded with three 
feet of water， 

Rumors were even Spread about 
Juns realiability.“They told my 
cairpenter，Hatoyama's no good， 
he doesnt pay you,， ”he recajlled. 

Despite the harassment， the 
Hatoyamas fought back，and two 
and one half years after，their 
house was completed，They re- 
ceived final approval in April of 
1981 and moved in that May， 
Hatoyama credits his attorney Jim 
Riley and the almost 500 letters of 
Support he received from the 
Asian community, many of which 
Were sent to Mayor Dianne Fein- 
Stein .

Salisbury was 
ecstatisc at finding a new breed of 
humanity， a veritable ”well- 
mannered mass Sunday School of 
people who still ， practice the 
Puritan virtues， 

Given the historic love-hate 
ambivalence， 工 SupPose 让 is 
inevitable that the .flurry of 
euphoric writings should give way 
to _ critical reassessments by AM 
Rosenthal and Fox Butterfield， 
who feature the shadow side of life 
in the Peoples Republic of China， 

Note that Reston，Salisbury， 
Rosenthal and Butterfield are all 
with Te New YorK Timzes. 卫 ach 
commits ， the _ original sin of 
journalism : the selective fallacy. 
In truth，China is neither as 
virtuous as perceived by Reston 
and Salisbury nor as Wickeq as 
charged by Rosenthal and Butter- 
field.

” 太 e Bitter Sea is a fault-finding 
account which tells gossipy tales of

ADAGES 
It is shocking and disappointing 
.to see a Harvard-trained doctoral 
student of Sinologist，Jonh Fair- 
bank，engage in _ such low-level 
scholarship， Digging up dirt， 
primarily from disenchanted 
urban intellectuals, is not the same 
as searching for truth from all the 
facts. 

Many of the horror stories of 
Political persecution come from 
the period of the Culture Revo- 
lution (1966-76). Since the grim 
litany the author relates is 
ielentless，it is_ difficult for the 
general readerto clearlydistinguish 
between present and Past Pappen- 
ings. 下 ven the subtitle, “alive 训 p 
the bitter sea,”is an old Buddhist 
adage about survival in a world of 
suftering that the Chinese use to 
refer to _ their experience Curing 
the Cultural Revolution.， Better to 


limit the book either to the 
Cultural Revolutionor to post-Mao 
China， 

Butterfield is fond of citing 
Chinese adages. [d like to remind 
him of a Mao saying:“Your views 
depend on your viewpoint， 
which in turn echoes a Marxian 
axiom: “Social perception is a 
function of social location.…” There 
is altogether too much superim- 
Position of American values and 
perspectives onto the Chinese 
cultural scene with the predictable 
outcome of invidious comPparisons. 

It is ridiculous tocompare the 
statistics of a poor country like 
China in such areas as housing， 
education，job mobility with a 
rich nation like the US. this kind 
of scholarship is an exercise 记 
cultural oneupmanship and a 
disservice to cross-cultural under- 
standing， 

BIGAMY 

As the initial fush of 
enthusiasm after restoring contact 
with China wears o 任 and as 
Reagan's ambivalence thbat 
borders on bigamy in relating 
both to China and Taiwan 
continues，WwWe are jlikely to see 
more books with a negatiVe slant. 
Bautterfield's analysis is not unlike 
Richard Bernstein's From The 
Center of 态 e FEar 雪 (Little 
Brown): An earlier work in the 
same genre is by the French 
journalist， Simon Leys， Chimna 
Shadotos. 

Butterfield may have provided 
the reader with a clue to his 
“viewpoint.” As a Pproud and 
powerful American standing -up 
for his rights,，he ielates a confron- 
tation with several Chinese lower 
echelon bureauerats over 3a 4$4 
misunderstanding about whether 
or not he had ordered a train 
ticket， (Recall that China has 
suffered from over a .century of 
foreign domination and humilia- 
tion and that Chinese no longer 
bow and scrape in the presence of 
white foreigners). 

In the heat of this stupid 
argument，Which lasted several 
hours，Butterfield was bluntly 
told,“You don't Tespect China. 
Finally，the author backed down 
and paid the silly $4. He reports 
his own emotional response to the 
incident: exhausted， angry， 
frightened， frustrated Is 让 
conceivable that this traumatic ex- 
perience left a “bitter”taste of 
vindictivenes in his mouth which 
was Subsequently channeled into 
literary creativity? 

Former Beijing bureau chief 
Butterfield comes across as an 
elitist urbane,， Harvard patrician， 
more comfortable wherehe now 
serves at the Boston Bureau where 
he is among his 下 astern estab- 
lishment friends and can 
presumably write about the seamy 
side of life along the Charles 
River. His“big nose”seems tilted 
skyward as 证 ,so he reports，his 
nostrils are offtended by strange 
smells, By contrast，Orville Schejl 
(In The Peoples Repupiic) appre- 
ciates the variety of cultural smells ， 
and does not have a metaphysical 
hang-up with recycled human fer- | 
tilizer， 

Somewhere in this rambling sea 
of sorrows，the author confesses 
his love for China. With love like 


that, who needs hate?

Is Werner Herzog, the Cerman 
director of such brilliant and 
idiosyncratic films as Aguirre: 
The Wrath of God and The 
Muystery ofF 天 asper 瑞 auser，a 
meglomaniac who would sacrifice 
anything or anyone to make a 
movie? 

Or is Herzog a most single- 
mindedq perfectionist，unique by 
Virtue of his understanding and 
articulateness about his own ob- 
Sessions? Should we be drawn to 
or repelled by him? 

This is one dilemma posed by 
Les Blank and Maureen Gosling s 
documentary Burden of Dreammns， 
about the trouble-plagued making 
of Herzog's Fitzcarraldo in the 
Amazon jungles of Peru, The film 
is an extraordinary portrait of a 
filmmaker and a symposium on 
the limits of the creative Drocess. 

TELLURIDE 

When Blank showed a selec- 
tion of dailies from the docu- 
mentary at the Telluride Film 
Festival last September,a showing 
that he now admits was a mistake 
which he will never again repeat， 
controversy erupted over the film s 
very negative portrait of Herzog. 
Blank was understandably upset 
when an article appeared in the 
LA Tirmes dqescribing the Herzog 
of Blank's film as “an utterly 
humorless man spouting a lot of 
half-baked delirious roman- 
ticism.”
